Ludhiana, Madras, Nagpur, Patna and Shillong sometime 
in June 1957, in accordance with Part II of the Rules 
published by the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) 
in their Notification No, E(GR)56RR7-I, dated the 16th 
February 1957. 

2, The number of vacancies to be filled on the result of 
this examination and the number to be reserved in favour 
of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Anglo-Indians 
will be announced later. 

The number of apprentices recruited is about 25 per 
cent more than the number of permanent vacancies avail- 
able; definite guarantee for employment will be given 
after 4 years’ training in Jamalpur only in respect of 
about 80 per cent of the apprentices recruited. 

3, The Union Public Service Commission may at their 
discretion subject all candidates who pass the written test 
to another simple qualifying test and interview only those 
who qualify at the latter test.

7. Candidates for this examination must have attained 
the age of 16 and must not have attained the age of 19 
years on the 3rd August 1956, i.e. they must have been born 
not earlier than 4th August 1937, and not later than 3rd 
August 1940.

(i) upto a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe;

(V) upto a maximum of four years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Anjdaman and Nicobar Islands. 

Save as provided above, the age limits prescribed can 
in no case be relaxed. 

Candidates from the former French Settlements will be 
eligible for this age concession for admission to any 
examination which may be held up to the end of 1961* 

8. Candidates who have appeared at an examination the 
passing of which would render them eligible to appear 
at this examination but have not been informed of the 
result, may apply for admission to the examination. 
Candidates who intend to appear at such a qualifying 
examination may also apply, provided the qualifying 
examination is completed before the commencement of 
this examination. Their applications will be accepted pro- 
visionally and they will be required to furnish proof of 
having passed the qualifying examination not later than 
the last week of September 1 1957.
